ZYRARDOW, Poland, Jan. 3, by Cou- 
tier to Petrograd—The lines of the 
trenches the positions of which I am able 
to observe from here are those extending 
south from Sochaczew to a point west of 
. Mszczonow. 
Tune chief German efforts are being 
directed against the center of this line. 
They have made a concentration of their 
best troops opposite the Russian positions 
west of the village of Guzow, against the 
trenches of the second army, at a point 
where an army corps of Russian veterans 
have turned their position into an earthen 
fortress. 

Here within the last few days the Ger- 
mans have brought up guns of all but 
the largest caliber, and generally have 


tragic and wasteful assaults in force 
which send so many thousand German 
bodies down the streams of the Rawka 
and-the Bzura to the Vistula and so home, 
are most intense.

PARIS, Jan. 7.—The Germans appear 
to have assumed the offensive in the re- 
ton of Lassigny, in the Argonne, from 
La Four dé Paris to Varennes, near Ver- 
dun, and on the ridge that dominates 
Steinbach. 

These attacks, which are described as 
violent, have been repulsed, the French 
official announcement tonight says. 

The afternoon report announces the 
capture of a portion of the German first 
line trenches in the Woevre district to 
the northwest of Flirey. 

This advance derives its importance 
from the fact that it indicates the French 
are making inroads into the German trj- 
angular position, the apex of which rests 
on the right bank of the River Meuse, at 
St. Mihiel. 

Covers Wednesday’s Fighting. 

The French official announcement says: 

„During the day of Jan. 6 there oc- 
curred, from the sea to the Lys, nothing 
other than artillery fighting, in which we 
had almost always the advantage. Our 
batteries put to flight certain Germar 
aviators who were coming in the direc 
tion of Dunkirk, and they compelled 4 
cessation of the fire of German mine 
throwers in the reigon of Zillebeke. 

„The enemy bombarded violently the 
head of the Belgian bridge to the south 
of Dixmude. 

In the region of Lille we repulsed wita 
success a violent German attack on one 
of our trenches. This trench, in the 
beginning lost by us, was recaptured witn 
great brilliancy and by the exploding of 
mines we demolished a portion of the 
German field works. 


Important Advance in Woevre. 

“In the Woevre district the advance 
made by us to the northwest of Flirey is 
more Important than was at first taken to 
be the case. We made ounselves masters 
of a portion of the enemy's first line. 

“We have made progress in the direc- 
tion of Altkirch by occupying the forests 
situated four kilometers (two and one 
half miles} to the west of this town. Our 
heavy artillery reduced to silence that of 
the enemy. 

“ During all the day of Jan. 6 the enemy 
bombarded the hospital at Thann.“

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HOW TO GET TAX REFORM. 

the taxing system of Illinois is hopelessly bad. 
There is no argument about that. It needs reform. 
There is no argument about that. 

But there are a number of other things imbedded 
in the constitution of Illinois that also need reform. 
There is no argument about that. 

Now, these reforms all stand a good chance of 

‘accomplished in a constitutional convention. . 
y cannot possibly all be accomplished except in 
site eee 

If a reform is made in the way of assessing taxes, 
dut not in the way of spending them, only half the 
taxation problem is solved. 

For good government in Illinois a short ballot is 
‘essential, and there can be no short ballot without a 
constitutional convention. Remember, gentlemen, 
the short ballot is a fundamental part of the tax 
problem. 

To be entirely frank about it, many of the leading 


advocates of tax reform by amendment are opposed | 


to a constitutional convention because they are 
afraid of radicalism. in a new instrument. To be 
again perfectly frank about it, there is less danger 
of ‘isms dominating a convention called now than 
there is of “isms” dominating a convention called 
two, four, or eight years from now. 


| ESTABLISH A STANDARD. 

The service standard recommended by the board 
of traction to the city council for adoption seems 
to Tun Trisune to represent a dream of the 
unattainable. A seat for every passenger in non- 
rush hours is like a promise of rain in the Sehara, 
and the suggestion that in rush hours the cars 
may be so opefated as to prevent overcrowding 
appears as rational as a notion that a snowball 
would remain congealed in a hot furnace. 

Nevertheless Tun Trrecne delleves that the 

establishment of a service standard is the only 
rational procedure open to the council at the pres- 
» ent time, There ought to be a service in nonrush 
hours which would permit of comfort at least. 
Any casual observation of the operation now would 
' ghow that there is no comfort. What can be done 
in rush hours is another question, but let's have « 
standard established and see what happens. 

It is for the city to say what the companies 
shall furnish and the city has rested its case with 
the declaration that there shall be adequate service. 
The companies interpret adequacy in the terms of 
earnings. Let the city say precisely what an ade 
quate service is and force the companies to furnish 
it so far as it is physically possible. 

' Thereby will be demonstrated the physical limi- 
tations of the systems and the need of other 
means of transportation will stand apparent. 


HOW ABOUT THE UNEMPLOYMENT 


‘COMMITTEE? 
promptness on the suggestion of the markets com- 
mittee that the mayor appoint a committee of lead- 
ing business men to advise on measures of relief 
of the local unemployed, the mayor has not yet 
seen fit to act. We realize that these are busy 
days for politicians. But we also realise, what 
the mayor seems to be forgptting, that they are 
idle and desperate days for the unemployed. He 
should have acted as promptly as the council, and 
we hope he will not continue to procrastinate. We 
do not hope for revolutionary results from such a 
committee, but we may fairly expect them to prove 
a valuable assistance in the emergency. 

Meanwhile, attention should be to the work 
of the similar committee appointed by Mayor 
Mitchel of New York, to which Tun Turnen re- 

- ferred at the time it proposed an employers’ com- 
mittee for Chicago. The work of the New York 
committee deserves study, for New York's prob- 
lem is Chicago's problem and the problem of every 
city that, industrially speaking, is set upon à hill 
and ettracts poor and idle men. 

In New York, as here, advance will be rather 
slow at first, but, as has been said, it will be prog- 
ress from sero. America has done nothing as yet, 
; and every forward step will count. The New York 
| committee has found no panacea and already has 
appointed some people, but it is wrestling with 
the problem and making recommendations of a 
practical nature. 

It has asked the city to start at once repairs, 
extensions, replacements of buildings, and other 
contemplated improvements. It believes that 10,- 
000 persons could be employed at once by the city, 
and that construction at this time would be 
economical : 

It bas written to private employers urging them 
to start repair and construction work without fur- 
ther delay, in spite of the war. Every sign, it tells 
them, points to steady improvement in the business 
situation, and confidence should be the watchword. 
It has advised preferential treatment of New 
York residents, taking the position that the city 
cannot be expected to take care of the thousands 
who have drifted in from other districts. : 

It bas employed s vocational expert to provide 
vor for children out of school. Finally, it an- 
43 nounces that it is studying a proposa) for a loan 
fand to help those who are not and do not wish 
to be dependent on charity, but who need aid to 
tide over periods of depression. :

If there is one thing that the state of Dlinois

be with respect to the regulation, restriction, or 
prohibition of the traffic in intoxicants is a matter 
of fair debate, is a legitimate political issue. 

But the control of our representative legislature 
by and in the interest of the organised traffic in 
alcohol would be a challenge to every self-respect- 
ing citizen, regardless of his opinion on prohibition 
or any other phase of the temperance problem. It 
would be a challenge he would answer, and the 
masterful and adroit gentlemen of the liquor by 
will do well to realize before it is too late that noth- 
ing could more effectually and powerfully advance 
the prohibition movement than a knowledge that 
our legislature had passed into their hands. 

As it is, the saloon plays a vicious and all too 
prominent réle in our politics. The ethics of organ- 
ized liquor are about as ruthless and consclenceless 
as eny force in public affairs, and whatever the 
variety of opinion as to legislation affecting the 
liquor traffic, there is none among distinterested 
eltizens as to the propriety of government by the 
liqvor trafic. 

The introduction, consideration, and passage or 
defeat of legislation for or against the manufac- 
ture, sale, or use of intoxicants are a part of the 
legislature's duty. But the organization of the 
legislature for the purpose of suppressing legisla- 
tion is another matter. 3

A NAVAL GENERAL STAFF. 
The terms of the provision in the naval bill for a 
|“ estrategical bureau are not at hand, so that in- 
ee. is Bot now. poo 
sible. But its approval by the house naval com- 
mittee is to be welcomed at any rate as evidence 
that the necessity for better agencies of defense co- 
ordination and preparation is coming home to at 
least one responsible committee. 

The most important event, perhaps, in the history 
of our regular army was the creation of the general 
staff. The navy lacks and sorely needs a general 
staff. If this “ strategical board,” with its chief 
of operations,” is an agency corresponding in author- 
ity and responsibilities to the general staff of the 
army, it will be able to accomplish great things for 
the navy. But it should have ample powers; other- 
wise it will be bullied by doctrinaire civilian secre- 
taries or used as a scapegoat for incompetents. 

A naval establishment is one of the most com- 
plicated of organisms. To administer it well, to de- 
velop it, to keep it ready for use in any crisis should 
not be left to haphazard. There should be a body 
of experts working constantly and harmoniously 
upon its problems. Secretaries come and go accord- 
ing to political fortunes. They are all civilians. 
That is our system, but we should reduce its defects 
to a minimum by providing a continuing body of ex- 
perte—continuing as a body but not as to personnel 
—to develop naval policy, provide plans of opera- 


management, and act as authoritative adviser to the 
ß... en 
matters. : 
In other words, we ought to have intelligence | 
enough to learn from the experience of England, the 
greatest of naval powers, the value of an admiralty 
or, as the Germans call their corresponding body, a 
general staff for the navy.

BE AMERICANS FIRST. 
{From the Bagle Magazine. ] 

Thanks to American valor and American states- 
manship, the idea that a man may choose the 
country of his citizenship has become firmly im- 
bedded in the jaws of nations. Although a gov- 
ernment may today prevent its citizens from 
leaving their native land—it does not always 
happen that it can—when once they are located 
and naturalized in another country they are as 
free from all obligations to the qld and as secure 
in their rights in the new = it they had been 
born.in the country of their adoption. In Amer- 
ica the adopted citizen has with one exception 
rights equal to those of the native born. That 
exception is eligibility to the office of president. 
And his sons may even attain that office. 

Now the freedom, security, and opportunity of- 
fered by naturalization imply corresponding du- 
ties—duties strongly implied in the precept, “Be 
Americans first.” In the present hour of “storm 
and stress,” when the most deplorable of exist- 
ing evils is a monstrous war, it would seem that 
the first duty of Americans is to preserve peace. 
The United States has declared its neutrality, and 
what the government demands of all collectively 
it requires of each individually. 

Belligerent advocacy of one of the warring na- 
tions is a mark of disloyalty to this country. 
When an allen becomes an American citizen he 
renounces forever all foreign political allegiance 
and swears fealty to this republic. There is no 
divided allegiance. The ties of naturalization are 
ae sacred and binding and exclusive as those of 
marriage. Just as the young pair leave the pa- 
rental roof to found a new home and a new fam- 
ily, so the emigrant departs from the mother 
country and, coming to the new, establishes an- 
other home and becomes a member of another 
family among the nations. 

The people of this great commonwealth are 
in Mneage English, Irish, Scotch, Swedes, Nor- 
wegians, Germans, French, Italians, Poles, Dutch, 
Russians, Greeks, Armenians, Spaniards, Ethiop!- 
ans, Hungarians, Arabse—or mixtures of some of 
these. Yet are they all Americans; and not only 
Americana, but Americans above everything else, 
with a community of Interest which constitutes 
the surest bond of union. 

As America is our country, so all Americans 
are our compatriots; and as we increasingly real- 
ise this there will be fewer and fewer societies 
of Irish-Americans, German-Americans, Polish- 
Americans, and what not hyphenated American 
societies. It cannot be gainsaid that such socte- 
tles have done much to overcome the loneliness 
of foreigners when first they have come to this 
country, but it should be remembered that the 
organizing of groups of persons on the basis of 
race identity results in unpleasant antagonisms. 
Therefore, in the interests of themselves as well 
as of the community, persons of like lineage 
should try to avoid clannishness. The strong po- 
litical party known as the Native-American, or 
Know-Nothing party, which-attained great influ- 
ence about 1859. sought the proscription of all 
foreigners and the repeal of the naturalization 
laws because adopted citizens insisted ‘Epes as- 
suming a hyphenated class name.

Chicago, Jan. 7.—[ Editor of The Trib- 


desire to spread the opinion that the 
friends of the Vollmer resolution are un- 
patriotic Americans, although an edito- 
rial in your paper seems to imply that 
intention, I beg to ask you to publish the 
following argument: 

At the very outset you will note that 
this resolution gives the president dis- 
cretionary power to place an embargo 
upon certain articles, and you will then 
note that these articles are limited to 
weapons, ammunition, and munitions of 
war (except foodstuffs), hence millions of 
articles which are manufactured in the 
United States, such as weafing apparel 
of every description, household goods of 
every nature, vehicles transporting sound 
thought, merchandise, and human beings, 
except weapons; articles designed to in- 
struct, give pleasure to the human senses, 
or correct human errors, except such as 
are designed to kill in war human beings; 
articles used in the arts and sciences 
(except such as are intended to be used 
during thig war to kill human beings 
with) are excluded from the operation of 
this resolution. 

Permit me to explain this to you, be- 
cause I have made many converts as soon 
as it was well known that the Vollmer 
resolution is quite limited and leaves it to 
the discretion of the president when and 
how: it will be enforced. 

You evidently did not read the Vollmer 
resolution before you wrote the editorial 
attacking ite friends. 

From remarks made in Washington 1 
am led to believe that the majority of the 
American people desire to give to our 
president the legal right which will be his 
when the Vollmer resolution becomes a 
law. 

In conclusion let me assure you that 
America today has no more loyal, pa- 
triotic, and earnest supporters of our con- 
stitution and of the rights of Americans 
than are the friends of the Vollmer reso- 
lution, and that these friends are now 
drawn from every phase of American so- 
ciety, religious belief, political adherence, 
and national descent.

their cars, which meags a loss dur- 
ing the year of at least §600—or the price 
of the car and the expense of its use 
| after hours—when with what 
they received in 1914. The aldermen 
said they took the step toend the practice 
of “giving away” automobiles to em- 
ployés. 

They based their action on decimally 
detailed estimates prepared by the effi- 
ciency division of the civil service com- 
mission from records of automobile com- 
panies and private owners.

The first of a series of elimination con-

Murray Holds K. 0. Record. 
In the three years during which he has 
been in the pugilistic game Murray has 
had fifty fights and forty of them have 
been won on knockouts. He isa rushing 
fighter who whales away with both 
hands. He uses a defense which aleo 
may cause McGoorty a lot of trouble. 
The westerner stands 5 feet 10 inches in 
height and has the surprisingly long 
reach of seventy-four inches—an uncom- 
mon thing among fighters of this height. 

Murray can make the middleweight 
limit—158 pounds ringside—with case, al- 
though the weight for tonight's contest 
will be 160 pounds at 3 o'clock. This 
agreement will ahow McGoorty to build 
up before ring time and crawl through 
the ropes seven hours later with an ad- 
vantage of several pounds.
